CHicaao, Oct. 16.—In a throng of 
people at the church door of one of the 
most fashivuable congregations in Chi- 
cago, a gray-baired millionaire bank 
president was remorselessly shot down 
to-day by his stepson to averge or 
shield a woman charged with con- 
tinued adultery. The woman was no 
less @ porvon than Mrs. Meckie Raw- 
son, wife of the banker shot, and 
mother of the assailant. The binker 
is Stephen W. Rawson, President of 
the Union Trust Company, of @hi- 
cago. William Lee, aged 17, is the 
stepson. Banker Riwson, with five 
bullets in his body, and apparently in 
a dying condition, was hastil y picked 
off the blood-spattered curb and bun- 
dled into one of the score of (arriages 
that had been waiting for the wealthy 
worshipers. Young Les, with the 
empty, still 

SMOKING REVOLVER 


Io his hand, was as hurriediy thrown 
into a strikingly different conveyance 


—the biue-painied, common-place 
wagon of the nearest police patrol, 
that came rattling around the cor- 
ner, Away went a _ carriage in 
one direction; off in the other

He, on the otber hand, alleged that 
she, although prominent in society and 
a beautiful woman in appearance, was 
a dtsrepuiable, blasphemous, devilisb- 
‘tempered adventuress. Fora year or 
more they have been fighting each 
other in the divorce courts,and within 
a week the banker has filed against 
her additioval cbarges of adultery. 

Little attention was paid to young 
Lee, as he stalked backward and for- 
ward past the church entrance. He 
was lost in the crowd when the gaily- 
dressed congregation began to come 
out, among them the well-known 
form of the bank President. Mr. Raw- 
son was about to step into his carriage 
when, breaking the sweet, majestic 
tones of the great organ, came the 
sharp crrek of a revolver, followed hy 
adeep groan. An earthquake could 
have scarcely prodaced more con- 
fusion at the moment amo the 
throngs of gentlemen, ladies and chil- 
dren andthe long tiers of carriages and 
coachmen that lined the sidewalks 
in every direction. A din of screams 
began, but subsided almost instantly. 
Slender, well-dressed, youthful Lee 
was seen to quickly, but coolly stead

A sSaccessfal Failure. 
Rev. Mr. Chubbuck preached a 
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which was first sounded by the 
screaming of a locomotive whistle at 
the depot. Presently the town bell 
joined in the chorus, and a racket 
sufficient to arouse the Seven Sleep- 


ers was the result. 

Although some what late in reach- 
ing the scene, when they did arrive 
the fire department (so-called) did 
ter ges service. They had an 
unlimited supply of water from the 
flour mill ditch and used it to such 
ee purpose that in ten minutes’ 

me they bad the fire entirely un- 
der control. Fortunately there was 
no wind biowing at the time, else 
the Pavilion and otber adjacent 
wooden structures would doubtless 
have been consumed. 

The origin of the fire is supposed 
to have n carelessness on the 
part ofthe workman who attends 
to the retorts. Pine wood is used 
in the retorts and when it is reduced 
to charcoal it is removed. After 
emptying the retorts of the smol- 
derirg mass it is customary to turn 
the hose on it until the tire is extin- 
guished, but yesterday morning the 
workman -probably weglected to 
take this necessary precaution, for 
it was from the pile of charcoal that 
the fire emanated. 

The damage consists in the entire 
demolition of several wooden sheds 
in the yard, as well as considerable 
injury to the retort-room, which 
was completely gutted. The gas 
works proper, being of brick, were 
not destroyed, but everything ofa 
combustible nature, such as door 
and window casiogs, floors, ceiliugs, 
etc., was burned to cinders. 

A force of men has beeu working 
since the fire to get things in order 
for supplying the city with gas. 
The na ony hoped to be able to 
provide gas last night, asthe gas 
tank is uninjured, but were unable 
to do so, 

After the fire the firemen were 
invited into Mr. Frazer’s house, 
where they were regaled with a 
feast commensurate with the occa- 
sion. The hospitality and thoughbt- 
fulness of Mrs. Frazer are themes of 
converse among tbe boys to-day.

| Reno, Nevada, Sept. 19, 1887. 
To one who bas bad an opportunity 
to investigate the various resourves of 
Western Ne it becomes a surprise 
te find this section ignored by the 
present tide of immigration to the far 
West. Everybody appears to be 
bouad for Southern California without 
pernmutting the bare thofight of some- 


thing meritorious existing in Nevada 
to enter his bead. 

Nevada, to most people, and intelli- 
gent people at that, exists in their 
minds only as a Comstock mine, and 
the Comstock mine to them is Nevada. 
But the time is near at hand when the 
fickleness of mining will make room 
for the certainty of agricaltural suc- 
cess, and when the millions of acres of 
land now considered barren waste 
will teem with well cultivated farms 
and sleek catile. Although Virginia 
City is perhaps more generally known 
or heard of in the East, the city which 
will become the important commer- 
cial and agricultural center of this un- 
justly neglected State, by virtue or its 
geographical location, is Reno, the 
county seat of Washoe county. As 
will be seen from the map, it forms 
the natural source of sapply tor a ra- 
dius of 100 miles, and beinz located on 
that great trauscontinenta! railroad, 
the Central Pacific, already enjoys ad- 
vantages superior to the other cities in 
this State. 

Reno is prettily situated in a charm- 
ing valley at the foothills of the Sierra 
de Nevada, with a swift mountain 
stream, the Truckeeriver, piercing its 
widths. Its population at present 
numbers 4,500 people, and the busi- 
ness streets have the appearance of a 
thriving, bustling town, calculated to 
double its population io a very few 
years. The stores are substantial 
buildings, mostly brick, and the 
heavy stocks carried by the merchants 
will astonish an Eastern maa if dis- 
posed to class Reno among the coun- 
try towns. The handsomest business 
structure is occupied by the First Na- 
tional Bank, a stanch financial con- 
cern, with a paid up capital of $100,000 
andasurplus fund of $35,000. This 
wr eg institution is managed b 

. A. Bender, President, and C. T. 
Bender, Cashier. Aside from this the 
well-known Bank of Nevada ministers 
faithfully to the financial wants of the 
people and enjoys the confidence of 
the citizens, due direcily to the libera 
policy adopted by the Hon. C. C, 
Powning, by far the most progressive 
spirit in this progressive town. 

An examination of the many re- 
sources of Reno and the country trib- 
utary to it forms an interesting study, 
and will go t> show that in the present 
race for commercial and indus'rial su- 
premacy the dark horse will be found 
not many yards from the city limits of 
Reno. 

CLIMATE. 


It will be news to most readers to 
have the claim of Nevada peuple that 
their climate is much superior to the 
much-vaunted one of California veri- 
fied by the writer, who has bad ample 
opportunity to doso. Travel all the 
world over aad one will naturally come 
to the conclusion that the Neyada cli- 
mate is by far the most delightful to 
be found on the face of the earth. 
Eastern people have thus far been 
taught that the California climate is 
the only “simon pure’”’ stuff, all wool 
and a yard wide, and only those who 
bave witnessed the ladies wearing sea!- 
skin sacques on one side of the street 
and white lawns on the other in the 
main thoroughfare of San Francisco, 
or have been melted by an over-enter- 
prising thermometer in otber portions 
of the glorious California, fairly realize 
that the preatige of a California climate 
rests upon slender threads. The Ne- 
vada climate is uniformly mild, with 
invariably cool nights, and the atmos- 
phere bracing and invigorating, prov- 
ing @ most healthfal tonic to the in- 
valid or resident. Indeed, those who 
cannot live happily in the Nevada 
atmospbere bad better secure their 
berth tor some other world.

Here we find a 
veritable miniacure park, with hand- 
some shade trees, well-kept lawns, 
fragrant flower-beds and au mviting 
v ble garden, while the grounds 
of his next-door neighbor iook barren 
and disconsolate, due in the first in- 
stance simply to moderate supply ot 
water. A little beyond prosperous 
farms greet the eye and one finds diffi- 
culty to believe that this is the same 
grouaod originally covered with sage- 


sb.

a and Truckee Railroad, connect- 
ng this city with the inexhaustible 
vaults of precious metals found in this 
State in the historical Comstock lode. 
Other roads are pointing Renoward, 
and the time is not far distant when a 
gridiron of railroads w ll encircle this 
thriving city. 

Besides the State Insane Asylum, 
which is by far the handsomest pub-

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It is a common saying 
in the family of some deaf 
friends, where punctuality is not 
- ay so well observed, ‘‘What would 
r. Dickens have said to this?” or 
‘Ah, my dearchild, I wish you could 
have been at Gad’s Hill to learn 
what punctuality means.” He was 
very fond of music, but not of ‘‘class- 
ical” music only. He loved nation- 
al airs, old tunes, songs and ballads. 
He was easily moved by anything 
pathetic in a song or tune, and was 
never tired of hearing his particular 
favorites sung or played. He liked 
to have mnuiaio ap evening, and 
duets used to be played very often 
for hours together, while he would 
read or walk up and down the room. 
There was a meadow at the 
back of the garden in which, during 
the summer time, many cricket 
matches were held. Although never 
playing himself, Charles Dickens 
delighted in the game, and would 
sit in his tent, keeping score for one 
side, the whole day long. He never 
took to croquet, but had lawn tennis 
been pla in the Gad’s Hill days, 
he woul certainly have enjoyed this 
game. He liked *‘American bowls,” 
at which he used constantly to play 
with his male guests. For one ot his 
“improvements,” he -had turned a 
waste piece of land into a croquet 
ground and bowling gieen. In the 
meadow he used also to practice 
many of. his ‘‘readings;” and any 
stranger passing down the lane and 
seeing him gesticulating and hearing 
him talking, laughing, and some- 
times, it may be, weeping, surely 
would have ought him out of his 
mind! ‘The getting up of those ‘‘read- 
ings” gave him an immense amount 
of labor and fatigue, and sorrowful 
parts tried him weny. For instance, 
e reading of ‘‘Little Dombey,”’ it 
as hard for him to steel his heart 
as to be able to read the death with- 
out breaking down or displaying too 
much emotion. He often told how 
much he suffered over this story, and 
how it would have been impossible 
for him to have gone through with it 
had be not kept constantly before his 
eyes the picture of his own “*Plorn,” 
alive and strong and well. 

His great neatness and tidiness 
have already been alluded to, as also 
his wonderful sense of order. Theo 
first thing he did every morning, be- 
fore going to work, was to make a 
circuit of the garden, and then go 
over the whole house to see that 
everything was in its place, neat and 
orderly. 

This was also the first thing he did 
upon his return home, after any 
absence. A more thoroughly orderly 
nature never existed. lt must have 
been through this gift of order that 
he was enabled to make time, not- 
withstanding any amount of work, to 
give to the minutest household de- 
tails. Before a dinner party, the 
menu was always submitted to him 
for approval, and he always made a 
neat little plan of the table with the 
names of guests marked in their re- 
spective places, and a list of who was 
to take -who ‘into dinner.: He 
had constantly some “bright idea” 
or other as to the arrangement of the 
table or rooms. | 

He hada strange aversion to say- 
ing ee and would do anything 
he possibly could to avoid going 
through the ordeal. 

In a letter to a friend Charles Dick- 
ens writes: ‘‘Another generation be- 
gin to peep above the table. I once 
used to think what a horrible thing it 
was to be a grandfather. Finding 
that the calamity falls upon me with- 
out perceiving any other change in 
myself, I bear it like a man.” 

ut as he so disliked the name of 
grandfather as applied to himself, 
these grandchildren were taught by 
him to call him ‘“Venerables.”” And 
to this day some of them still speak 
of him by his self-invented name. 
Now, there is another and younger 
family who never knew “ Venerables,’ 
but who are taught to know his books 
through the pictures in them, as 
soon as they can be taught anything, 
and whose baby hands lay bright 
flowers upon the stone in Westmin- 
ster Abbey eve 
every Christmas Eve.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


Kile Ineugural Address of i1861— 
Model Document. 


The inangural address of Abraham 
Lincoln in 1861 is a model of English 
composition, as it is of American pa- 
triotism. Itcan always be: studied 
with profit by scholars and by states- 
men, but at no time would his words 
of wisdom be more worthy of atten- 
tion than now. Amid the threats of 
civil war and slavery agitation, be- 
fore a people divided into angry 
factions, clamoring for irreconcilable 
concessions, he said: 

This country, with its institutions, 
belongs to the people who inhabit it. 
Whenever they shall grow weary of 
the existing government they can 
exercise their constitutional right of 
amending it, or their revolutionary 
right to. dismember or overthrow it. 
I cannot be ignorant of the fact that 
many worthy and patriotic c:tizens 
are desirous of having the constitu- 
tion amended. While | make no 
recommendation of amendment, I 
fully recognize the full authority of 
the people over the whole subject, to 
be exercised in either of the modes 
prescribed in the instrument itself; 
and I should, under existing circum- 
stances, favor, rather .than op ,a 
fair opportunity being afforded to the 
people to act upon it. I will venture 
to add that to me. the convention 
mode seems preferable, in that it-al- 
lows amendments to. originate with 
the ple themselves, instead of 
pniy permitting them to take or reject 
propositions originated by others not 
especially chosen for the purpose, 
and which might not be precisely 
such as they would wish either to ac- 
cept or refuse. I understand that a 
proposed amendment to the consti- 
tution has passed congress, to the ef- 
fect that the federal government shall 
never interfere with the. domestic in- 
stitutions of states, including that of 
persons leld to service. To avoid 
misconstruction of what I have said, 
I depart from my purpose not to speak 
of particular amendments so far as to 
say that, holding such a provision to 
be now implied constitutional law, [ 
have no objection to its being made 
express and irrevocable. The chief 
magistrate derives all his authority 
from the people, and they have con- 
ferred none upon bim to fix the terms 
for the separation of the states. The 
people themselves, also, can do this 
if they choose; but the executive, as 
such, has nothing to do withit. His 
duty is to administer the present gov- 
ernment as it came into his hands, 
and to transmit it, unimpaired by 
him, to his successor. W should 
there not be a patient confidence in 
the ultimate justice of the Aye Is 
there any better or any equal hope in 
the world? In our difference, is 
either party without faith of being in 
the right? If the Almighty Ruler of 
nations, with His eternal truth and 


_| justice, be on your side of the north, 


or on yours of the south, that truth 
and that justice will surely prevail by 
the judgment of this great tribunal 
—the American people. By the frame 
of the government under which we 
live, this same people have wisely 
given their public servants but little 
power for mischief, and have with 
equal wisdom provided for the return 
of that little to their own hands at 
very short intervals. While the peo- 
ple retain their virtue and vigilance, 
no adminstration, by any extreme 
wickedness or folly, can very serious- 
| ly injure the government in the short 
space of four years. My country 
men, one and all, think calmly and 
well upon this whole subject. Noth- 
ing valuable can be lost by taking 
time. If there be an object to hurry 
any of you, in hot haste, to ast 
which you would never take deliber- 
ately, that object will be frustrated 
by taking time; but no good object 
can be frustrated by it. Such of you 
as are now dissatisfied still have the 
old constitution unimpaired, and, on 
the sensitive point, the laws of your 
own framing under it; while the new 
administration will have no immedi- 
ate power, if it would, to change 
either. If it were admitted that you 
who are dissatisfied hold the right 
side in the dispute, there is still no 
single reason for precipitate action. 
Intelligence, patriotism, christianity, 
and a firm reliance on Him + who has 
never yet forsaken his favored land, 
are still competent to adjust, in the 
best way, all our present difficulties. 
In your hands, my dissatisfied fellow- 
countrymen, and not in mine, is the 
momentous issue of civil war. The 
government will not assail you. You 
can have no conflict without being 
Pompe the agressors. You can 

ave no oath registered in heaven to 
destroy the government; while I 
shall have the most solemn one to 
‘‘oreserve, protect and defend it.” [ 
am loth to close. We are not ene- 
mies, but friends. We must not be 
enemies. Though nassion may have 
strained, it must not break our bonds 
of affection. The mystic cords of 
memory, stretching from every battle- 
field and patriot grave to every living 
heart and hearth-stone all over this 
broad land, will yet swell the chorus 
of the Union, when again touched, 
as surely they will be, by the better 
angels of our nature.
